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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

The term "steam reforming" is a new matter since the specification does not support this 
term (see entire patent for details). 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

The selection of mineral substrate should be recited in the proper Markush format. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-3, and 5-10 are allowed. 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art of record does not discloses or render obvious a process as called for in claim 1, for 
recovery of hydrogen from an effluent rich in hydrocarbons, namely olefins and hydrogen by 
reacting the olefin in the effluent with a complex of molecule to form a substantially olefin-free 
effluent, contacting the substantially olefin-free effluent with an unsaturated compound in the 
presence of a catalyst imder hydrogenation condition to form a hydrogen-deleted effluent 
containing hydrogenated hydrocarbons and then dehydrogenating the hydrogenated 
hydrocarbons in the hydrogen-deleted effluent to recover a hydrogen stream. The closest art of 
record McPherson et al (2,839,449) disclose a process of upgrading a naphtha including a step of 
hydrogenation and dehydrogenation. However, this reference does not disclose any step for 
recovering hydrogen as the claimed process. 

Claims 4 and 1 1 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
